The Enterprise Hays: Article XI. of

rates." 


It is very difficult indeed to under- 


stand what the Solons of the Ellio Con- 
Tentiou menrit by (he abovo farrago of 
words. They evidently thought with 
Tallyrand that words were made to con- 
ceal thoughts and not to express them. 
It probably occurred to them that th« 
wool-growing interest of Nevada was nu 
important one and on tho iucrtuoe, and 
that it required some sop in the platform 
they were constructing for the delecta- 
tion of Democratic voters. 
AVh*n the 


plank is carefully studied, however, the 
evident meaning ia that the Republican 
officials of the Custom Houses, who col- 
lected the revenue under the tarifl' of 
18G7, were \ery dishonest men, who ]pt 
foreign wool slip through the Custom 
houses ut less than one-half of said 
duties. As these baseluas charges hava 
been made for the last quarter of a cen- 
tury by tho party whose disloyalty has 
excluded it from political power for that 
period, it is not proposed h*re to notice 
them. 


The question then occurs what is the 


position of tho Democratic party in Ne- 
vada on the policy of piotection to the 
wool-growing interest in our State, and 
the answer must be beyond a doubt that 
it is hostile to the ranchmen in tiais 
matter. The platform has dodged lh» 
issue by imputations of dishonesty on 
the Republican officials of 1867 and 
thereafter. 
Not one word in it favors 


protecting this industry, which is be- 
coming laoie aud more valuable heiv 
each succeeding year. It is unqnes- 
tioua^ly true that tho Democracy of Ne- 
Tada is in strict accord with that of the 
party throughout the country, which is 
especially/ hontile to th» wool-growing 
product. Two years ago Mr. Morrison 
introduced a bill for tho horizontal re- 
duction of duties that protect American 
labor. Last Winter he greatly limited 
this assault on our industries. His tar- 
iff was iu a good measure confined to a 
reduction of duties on wool alone. He 
was so hostile to wool that he wit" much 
like John Randolph, who unud to say 
that ho never saw a sheep without wish- 
ing to kick it. Mr. Morrison's wool-re- 
ducing tariff bill received the support 
of nearly the whole Democratic party 
in tha House, and was defeated by 
Republican rotes. Had it passed it 
would have seriously injured tha profits 
of wool growing in this State. While 
the bill was pending Mr, Cleveland sent 
for and talked with a considerable num- 
ber of Democrats and tried to persuade 
them to vote for the Morrison bill. Thus 
it will ba seen that the Administration 
is a* hostile to this product uf our l»bor 
as it is to the silver of our miues, and as 
the Democratic platform declares that, 
the Administration of Cleveland "chal- 
lenges our (their) highest admiration," 
it is an admonition to the miner and 
She ranchmen that they need expect DO 
protection to their labor from the Dem- 
ocratic party. There are other products 
of our State .that need protection, as, 
for instance, salt, borax and uoda, the 
mining of which promises much success.
